DISALLOWANCE  OF  AN  ACT  TO  INCOR- 
PORATE THE  LAKE  BENNETT  RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY. 


Ottawa,  15th  May,  1902. 

Sir, — -I  have  the  honour,  by  command,  to  transmit 
to  you,  herewith,  a certified  copy  of  a Minute  of  the 
Privy  Council,  approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor-General on  the  10th  instant,  disallowing  Chapter 
80  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  passed  in  the 
first  year  of  His  Majesty’s  reign,  1901,  and  intituled 
“An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Lake  Bennett  Railway 
Company.  ” 

I also  enclose  a certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the 
Governor-General,  of  the  same  date,  disallowing  the 
same,  to  which  is  attached  a certificate  as  to  the  date 
of  the  receipt  of  the  said  Act  by  His  Excellency.

Extract  from  a Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Honour- 
able the  Privy  Council,  approved  by  His  Excellency 
on  the  10th  May,  1902. 

On  a Report  dated  3rd  May,  1902,  from  the  Minister 
of  Justice,  submitting  that  he  lias  had  under  consid- 
eration Chapter  80  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
passed  in  the  first  year  of  His  Majesty’s  reign,  1901, 
and  intituled  “ An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Lake  Ben- 
nett Railway  Company.” 

The  Minister  observes  that  reference  has  already 
been  made  to  this  Act  in  the  Minute  of  Council  dated 
25th  January,  1902.  It  is  provided  by  section  3 that 
the  Company  may  lay  out,  construct  and  operate  a 
railway  from  a point  at  or  near  the  headwaters  of 
Dyea  River,  to  a point  at  or  near  Lake  Bennett, 
thence  to  the  60th  parallel  of  latitude. 

The  Minister  further  observes  that  the  territory 
between  the  ocean  and  that  region  which  is  proposed 
to  be  traversed  by  the  line  of  railway  thus  chartered 
is  now  in  dispute  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  and  it  is  considered  inexpedient, 
pending  the  settlement  of  that  dispute,  to  permit  the 
construction  of  railways  which  may  complicate  and 
increase  the  difficulty  already  existing.  The  authority 
of  a provincial  legislature  over  railways  is  limited  to 
such  as  are  local  in  their  character,  and  which  do  not 
connect  the  Province  with  any  other  or  others  of  the 
Provinces,  or  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  the  I ro\ince. 

The  Minister  is  of  opinion  that  it  is,  therefore,  very 
doubtful  whether  it  is  competent  to  the  Legislature  of 
British  Columbia  to  authorise  the  construction  of  this 
railway  from  the  Dyea  River  to  the  northern  boun- 
dary of  the  Province,  and  the  attempt  to  keep  the 
traffic  of  such  a railway  under  the  control  of  the  local 

government,  notwithstanding  any  legislation  o ai- 

liament  upon  the  subject,  is  also  objectionab  e.  _ 

The  Minister  considers  that  these  two  provisions, 
construed  together,  may  furnish  reasons  for  disallow- 
ance of  this  Act,  but  in  addition  to  these  reasons,  lie 


does  not  consider  it  in  the  public  interest,  or  con- 
sistent with  the  policy  of  the  Government  of  Canada, 
that  the  Act  should  remain  in  operation. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  said 
Act  be  disallowed.

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  I ram- 
way,  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  I elephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  othei 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

rr^HE  Governor-General  in  Council  has  been  pleased 
JL  to  order  that  the  Regulations  for  the  disposal  of 
coal  lands  the  property  of  the  Dominion  Government 
in  Manitoba,  the  North-West  Territories  and  British 
Columbia,  established  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the 
17th  September,  1889,  and  amended  by  subsequent 
Orders  in  Council,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
rescinded,  and  the  following  Regulations  substituted 
therefor  : — 

Regulations  for  the  Disposal  of  Coal  Lands,  the 
Property  of  the  Dominion  Government  in 
Manitoba,  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories and  British  Columbia. 

1.  Lands  containing  anthracite  coal  may  be  sold  at 
an  upset  price  of  §20  per  acre,  and  coal  other  than 
anthracite  at  an  upset  price  of  §10  per  acre,  or  may  be 
sold  by  public  competition  if  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  shall  so  decide.  Payment  for  the  land  in  cash 
or  scrip  shall  be  made  when  the  application  is  granted, 
or  payment  may  be  made  of  one-quarter  of  the  pur- 
chase price  only,  and  the  balance  in  three  equal  annual 
instalments  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent, 
per  annum  upon  the  unpaid  balance.  Scrip,  however, 
cannot  be  accepted  unless  payment  is  made  in  full  at 
the  time  of  the  sale.  If  payment  is  not  made  accord- 
ingly the  right  to  purchase  will  be  cancelled.

monthly,  or  at  such  times  as  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  may  direct,  accounting  for  the  full  quantity  of 
coal  mined,  and  pay  the  royalty  thereon  at  the  above 
rate. 

3.  Default  in  payment  of  such  royalty,  if  continued 
for  ten  days  after  notice  has  been  posted  at  the  mine 
in  respect  of  which  it  is  demanded,  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  such  mine,  by  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  or  by 
his  direction,  shall  be  followed  by  cancellation  of  the 
sale.  In  case  of  such  cancellation  no  payments  which 
have  been  made  on  account  of  the  purchase  will  be  re- 
funded. 

4.  The  patent  which  may  be  issued  for  coal  lands 
will  be  made  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  above 
royalty,  and  provision  will  be  made  therein  that  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  may  declare  the  patent  to  be 
null  and  void  for  default  in  the  payment  of  the  royalty 
on  the  coal  mined. 

Any  attempt  to  defraud  the  Crown  by  withholding 
any  part  of  the  revenue  thus  provided  for,  by  making 
false  statement  of  the  amount  taken  out,  shall  be 
punished  by  cancellation  of  the  sale  of  the  land  in 
respect  of  which  fraud  or  false  statements  have  been 
committed  or  made,  and  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
may,  for  the  same  cause,  declare  the  patent  which  may 
have  been  issued  for  the  land  to  be  null  and  void.  In 
respect  to  the  facts  as  to  such  fraud  or  false  statements 
or  non-payment  of  royalty,  the  decision  of  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Interior  shall  be  final. 

5.  Not  more  than  three  hundred  and  twenty  aeres 
shall  be  sold  to  one  applicant. 

6.  When  there  is  more  than  one  applicant  for  the 
same  coal  location,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may 
invite  competition  between  the  several  applicants,  or 
offer  the  land  for  sale  at  public  competition  by  tender 
or  by  auction,  as  he  may  think  expedient,  at  the  upset 
price  of  coal  lands. 

7.  The  boundaries  beneath  the  surface  of  coal  mining 
locations  shall  be  vertical  planes  or  lines  in  which  then- 
surface  boundaries  lie. 

8.  A fee  of  §5.00  shall  accompany  each  application 
to  purchase,  which  will  be  applied  on  account  of 
payment  of  the  land  if  the  sale  is  carried  out,  and 
will  be  refunded  if  the  land  applied  for  is  not  avail- 
able, but  not  otherwise. 


Lands  patented  or  entered,  on  which  the  coal  mining 
rights  have  been  reserved. 

9.  (a. ) Any  person  or  persons  desirous  of  obtaining 
permission  to  prospect  for  minerals  on  lands  that  have 
been  patented  or  entered  and  on  which  the  mining 
rights  have  been  reserved,  shall  make  application 
therefor  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

(b.)  Such  application  shall  be  in  writing,  defining 
clearly  the  area  applied  for,  which  area  must  not  ex- 
ceed 320  acres. 

(c. ) If  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  sees  no  objection 
to  the  application  being  granted,  the  applicant  will, 
upon  payment  of  a fee  of  §10,  be  given  permission  to 
prospect  upon  furnishing  the  Minister  with  proof  that 
he  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  following 
sub-section. 

(cZ.)  The  applicant  shall  enter  into  a bond,  with  two 
sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  to  recompense  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
soil  for  damages  that  may  be  done  to  his  lands. 

(e. ) If  the  proprietor  of  lands  so  entered  upon  shall 
seek  damages,  he  shall,  before  the  end  of  two  months 
after  the  expiration  of  the  permission  given,  make  his 
claim  in  writing  against  the  prospector  detailing  the 
particulars  and  amount  of  claim  ; and  if  the  claim  is 
uot  adjusted  by  agreement  between  the  parties  within 
one  month  after  notice  thereof  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
settled  by  arbitration  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
sections  13  and  14  of  these  Regulations. 

10.  No  permission  to  prospect  shall  authorise  entry 
upon  any  buildings  or  the  curtilage  appertaining  to 
any  house,  store,  barn  or  building,  or  upon  any  garden, 
orchard,  or  ground  reserved  for  ornament,  or  under 
cultivation  by  growing  crops,  and  inclosed,  except 
with  the  consent  of  the  occupier  or  permission  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  upon  special  application  setting 
forth  the  circumstances  under  which  the  same  is  applied 
for,  and  on  such  terms  as  the  case  may  require. 

11.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which 
permission  has  been  given  to  prospect  on  lands,  it  be 
desired  to  acquire  the  mining  rights  thereunder,  they 
will  be  sold  at  the  rate  and  on  the  terms  prescribed 
by  the  Mining  Regulations,  less  the  price  ruling  for 
surface  rights  in  the  class  in  which  the  lands  may  be 
situated. 

12.  If  the  occupier  of  the  lands  has  not  received  a 
patent  therefor,  the  purchase  money  of  the  surface 
rights  shall  be  paid  to  the  Crown,  and  a patent  of  the 
surface  rights  will  issue  to  the  party  who  acquired  the 
mining  rights.  The  money  so  collected  will  either  be 
refunded  to  the  occupier  of  the  land,  when  he  is 
entitled  to  a patent  therefor,  or  will  be  credited  to 
him  on  account  of  payment  for  land. 

13.  When  the  party  obtaining  the  mining  rights  to 
land  cannot  make  any  arrangement  with  the  owner  or 
his  agent  or  the  occupant  thereof  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  surface  rights,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him  to  give 
notice  to  the  owner  or  his  agent  or  the  occupier  to 
appoint  an  arbitrator  to  act  with  another  arbitrator 
named  by  him,  in  order  to  award  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation to  which  the  owner  or  occupant  shall  be 
entitled.  The  notice  mentioned  in  this  section  shall 
be  according  to  a form  to  be  obtained  upon  application 
from  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in 
which  the  lands  in  question  lie,  and  shall,  when  prac- 
ticable, be  personally  served  on  such  owner,  or  his 
agent,  if  known,  or  occupant;  and  after  reasonable 
efforts  have  been  made  to  effect  personal  service, 
without  success,  then  such  notice  shall  be  served  by 
leaving  it  at,  or  sending  by  registered  letter  to,  the  last 
place  of  abode  of  the  owner,  agent  or  occupant.

therefor  in  the  notice  provided  for  by  this  section,  the 
Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  the 
lands  in  question  lie  shall,  on  being  satisfied  by 
affidavit  that  such  notice  lias  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  such  owner,  agent  or  occupant,  or  that  such  owner, 
agent  or  occupant  wilfully  evades  the  service  of  such 
notice,  or  cannot  be  found,  and  that  reasonable  efforts 
have  been  made  to  effect  such  service,  and  that  the 
notice  was  left  at  the  last  place  of  abode  of  such  owner, 
agent  or  occupant,  appoint  an  arbitrator  on  his  behalf. 

14.  (a.)  All  the  arbitrators  appointed  under  the 
authority  of  these  Regulations  shall  be  sworn  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  to  the  impartial  discharge  of  the 
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duties  assigned  to  them,  and  they  shall  forthwith  pro- 
ceed to  estimate  the  reasonable  damages  which  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  lands  according  to  their 
several  interests  therein  shall  sustain  by  reason  of 
such  prospecting  and  mining  operations  : 

(I). ) In  estimating  such  damage,  the  arbitrators  shall 
determine  the  value  of  the  land  irrespective  of  any 
enhancement  thereof  from  the  existence  of  minerals 
therein  : 

(c. ) In  case  such  arbitrators  cannot  agree,  they  may 
select  a third  arbitrator,  and  when  the  two  arbitra- 
tors cannot  agree  upon  a third  arbitrator  the  Agent  of 
Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  lands  in 
question  lie  shall  select  such  third  arbitrator: 

(d. ) The  award  of  any  two  such  arbitrators  made  in 
writing  shall  be  final,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Agent 
of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district  in  which  ihe 
lands  lie.

1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  remove  or  carryr 
in  or  through  any  of  the  streets,  squares,  courts,  lanes, 
avenues,  places  or  alleys  of  the  said  City  any  house 
dirt  or  house  offal,  animal  or  vegetable,  or  refuse  sub- 
stances from  any  of  the  dwelling  houses  or  other 
places  in  the  said  City,  except  in  metal  vessels  securely 
covered. 

2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  remove  or  carry 
in  or  through  any  of  the  streets,  squares,  courts,  lanes, 
avenues,  places  or  alleys  of  the  said  City  any  house 
dirt  or  house  offal,  animal  or  vegetable,  or  refuse  sub- 
stances from  any  of  the  dwelling  houses  or  other 
places  in  the  said  City  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday. 

3.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  at  any  time  cany 
along  or  upon  any  of  the  sidewalks  upon  any  of  the 
streets,  squares,  courts,  lanes,  avenues,  places  or  alleys 
of  the  said  City  any  such  house  dirt  or  house  offal, 
animal  or  vegetable,  or  refuse  substances  from  any  of 
the  dwelling  houses  or  other  places  in  the  said  City.

BICYCLE  TAX  BY-LAW,  1902. 

A By-Law  to  regulate  the  use  of  Bicycles  in  the  City 
of  New  Westminster’. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  that  the  use 
of  bicycles  in  the  City  shall  be  regulated: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council, 
in  open  meeting  assembled,  as  follows: — 

1.  That  any  person  riding  or  driving  a bicycle  shall, 
before  the  28th  day  of  June,  1902,  have  attached  to 
such  bicycle,  when  so  driven  or  ridden,  a bell  that 
when  sounded  can  be  distinctly  heard  at  a distance  of 
at  least  40  yards  from  such  bicycle  when  in  motion, 
and  such  person  so  riding  such  bicycle  shall  sound 
such  bell  when  passing  or  meeting  any  other  person, 
whether  walking  or  driving,  when  lie  arrives  at  a 
distance  of  30  yards  of  such  person,  so  that  the  bell 
can  be  distinctly  heard. 

2.  No  person  shall  ride  or  use  a bicycle  on  any  side- 
walks in  the  City. 

3.  Any  person  riding  a bicycle  shall  move  out  of  the 
way  of  any  foot  passengers,  and  at  such  a distance  so 
that  such  foot  passenger  shall  not  be  inconvenienced 
by  such  bicycle. 

4.  No  person  shall  throw  or  place  on  any  street, 
avenue,  lane  or  public  place  or  cycle  track  any  tacks, 
broken  glass,  or  other  sharp  or  obstructive  material 
liable  to  injure  or  delay  any  bicycle  propelled  thereon, 
or  knowingly  permit  any  such  material  to  remain  on 
any  street,  lane  or  cycle  path  in  front  of  any  premises 
owned  or  occupied  by  him  or  her. 

5.  Every  person  or  corporation  (excepting  those 
keeping  bicycles  for  hire,  in  which  case  the  licence 
shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  bicycle)  in  the  City  owning 
a bicycle  shall  pay  to  the  City  an  annual  licence  of  one 
dollar  a year  for  each  of  such  bicycles  so  owned. 
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6.  Every  telegraph  and  messenger  service  company 
owning  bicycles  shall  pay  the  above  licence  of  one 
dollar  for  each  and  every  bicycle  they  own  and  keep 
in  connection  with  their  business,  whether  let  on  hire 
or  not. 

7.  Every  person  or  company  keeping  bicycles  for 
hire  shall  pay  to  the  City  a licence  of  fifty  cents  per 
year  for  each  and  every  bicycle  kept  by  him  or  it  for 
that  purpose.  In  case  of  bicycles  having  frames 
(measured  from  the  hub  of  the  bicycle)  not  more  than 
eighteen  inches  in  height,  and  having  wheels  not  more 
than  24  inches  in  diameter,  providing  said  bicycles 
are  not  ridden  or  used  by  adults,  the  annual  licence 
shall  be  fifty  cents  in  lieu  of  the  licence  above  pro- 
vided for. 

8.  On  payment  of  above  licences,  in  the  case  of  an 
owner,  he  or  she  shall  receive  from  the  city  official 
authorised  to  issue  the  same  a metal  plate  on  which 
shall  be  inscribed,  in  the  case  of  owners,  “C.  T.  P.  0.” 
(city  tax  paid  owner) ; in  the  case  of  a telegraph  or 
messenger  service  company  the  letters  “C.  T.  P.  M.” 
(city  tax  paid  messenger);  in  the  case  of  persons  or 
companies  keeping  bicycles  for  hire  the  letters  “C.  T. 
P.  L. ” (city  tax  paid  lessor);  which  plates  shall  also 
have  on  them  a number  under  which  for  the  time 
being  such  bicycle  is  registered  in  the  books  of  the 
City.  Every  bicycle  used  in  the  City  shall  have  a 
metal  plate,  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid,  attached  to  it, 
and  in  the  event  of  any  person  or  corporation  using  a 
bicycle  without  having  such  metal  plate  attached  to 
it,  issued  as  aforesaid,  and  any  person  or  corporation 
owning  and  using  a bicycle  without  first  having  paid 
the  licence  hereby  imposed  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  provisions  of  this  by- 
law. 

9.  All  licence  fees  collected  under  this  by-law,  after 
deducting  for  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  pro- 
viding the  said  metal  plates  and  costs  of  collecting 
the  said  fees,  shall  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  streets  of  the  said  City. 

10.  All  licences  payable  under  this  by-law  shall  be 
payable  to  the  Licence  Inspector  of  the  City,  at  the 
City  Hall,  or  to  the  person  appointed  by  the  Council 
to  collect  the  same.  The  year  for  which  such  licence 
shall  be  payable  shall  be  deemed  to  be  from  the  first 
of  January  to  the  thirty-first  of  December  of  each 
year. 

11.  Any  person  having  in  his  possession,  or  attached 
to  a bicycle  in  his  possession  or  control,  any  metal 
plate  hereinbefore  described  that  has  not  been  obtained 
by  him  on  application  and  payment  of  the  fee  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  or  by  purchase  of  the  bicycle 


having  the  said  plate  affixed  thereto  at  the  date  of 
such  purchase,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  an 
infraction  of  this  by-law  and  liable  to  the  penalties. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  issuer  of  bicycle 
licences  to  keep  a record  of  each  bicycle  or  tricycle 

J for  which  a licence  and  number  has  been  given,  and  it 
' shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  attach  or  use  the 
metal  plate  or  number  on  any  bicycle  or  tricycle 
except  the  one  for  which  it  was  issued. 

13.  All  persons  keeping  bicycles  for  sale  or  hire  shall 
[ keep  posted  up  in  a conspicuous  place  in  the  store  in 
| which  the  bicycles  are  kept  a copy  of  this  by-law, 

and  shall  draw  the  attention  of  any  person  hiring 
I bicycles  to  the  said  by-law  and  regulations  thereof. 

14.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  upon 
conviction  before  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or  any 

| Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in 
the  City  of  New  Westminster,  on  the  oath  or  affirm- 
1 ation  of  any  credible  witness,  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the 
discretion  of  said  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  Justice 
or  Justices  convicting,  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offence,  and  in  default 
! of  payment  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor, 
i Police  Magistrate,  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace 
convicting  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a warrant  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  or  in  case  the  said  Mayor,  Police  Magis- 
trate, Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  any  two  or 
more  of  them,  acting  together  therein,  then  under  the 
hand  and  seal  of  one  of  them,  to  levy  the  said  penalty 
and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs  only,  by  distress  and 
sale  of  the  offender’s  or  offenders’  goods  and  chattels, 
and  in  case  of  no  sufficient  distress  to  satisfy  the  said 
penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  Justice  or 
Justices  convicting  as  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  to 
commit  the  offender  or  offenders  to  the  common  gaol 
or  any  lock-up  house  in  the  City  of  New  Westminster, 
for  any  period  not  exceeding  two  months,  unless  the 
said  penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs,  be  sooner 
paid. 

15.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “Bicycle  Tax  By- 
Law,  1902.”
